The scttlement of Nebraska has been, for some 
months, an interesting and in many instances an 
exciting question. We have been, from the first, 
of opinion that, that Territory could not now be 
Iaofully ocgapied by the whiteman. This, we be- 
lieve, has been the opinion of every friend of its 
settlement. They only claim that there is prece- 
dent for doing so, and that it is and has been the 
policy of the Government to foster and protect the 
pioneer, who boldly goes forward into the forest, 
who leaves the luxuries and more quiet enjoyments 
of life and foregoes all the privileges and superior 
advantages which an advanced state of society af- 
fords, to prepare the way for the church and the 
school-house to follow. The opponents of its set- 
tlement—the old fogies—who are eternally thrust- 
ing themselves in the way of all progress, base 


their opposition on the ground that itis unlawful, 
owhien nobody has denied.” With a kind of holy 
horror at what they call a violation of a law of 
Congress, they threaten the pioneer with destruc- 
tion if he should presume to enter this Govern- 
ment Territory. Where were the scruples of these 
law-abiding, pious men, when Oregon, California, 
apd Utah were settled? Did any body hear their 
vociferous howl of Jaw! Jaw!! then? We appre- 
hend not. No, it was only when.Col. Benton de- 
clared this Territory open to settlement, that their 
patriotism was aroused. The Republican of St.

Will 
tw De When their Tands are surrounded by white 
men and they become more enlightened? The 
friends of the settlement of that Territory beheld 
with regret the fayorable season for making these 
treaties pass. And now nothing remains but for 
them to go right over and make their settlements, 
which we think they will do rapidly before cold 
weather sets in. Mr. Hall’s speech, recently deliy- 
ered at St. Joseph, is the best thing we have seen 
on this subject. We have not been able to lay it 
before our readers yet, on account of a press of 
matter and sickness of compositors, but will try to 
do it in ournext. Mr. Hall’s extensive infor- 
mation on this subject, as well as sound judgment, 
entitle his opinions to great credit.

Nebraska Correspondence. 
Nepraska Territory, —— 1853. 
To my fitend Oguanoxa : 

You know I am ignorant of many 
things called by the white people, the arts and 
sciences. I have hoard of many useful discover- 
ies and inventions that are truly wopderful—in- 
deed, many of these astonishjeven the white peo- 
ple themselves, such as sending news by invisible 
lightning tu all parts of the continent in an hour 
or two; using the smoke or hot vapor from big 
iron kettles of hot water to drive ships and wag- 
ons: going up into the clouds in great baskets, 
large enough to contain a half dozen people, rais- 
ed by a great bladder filled with some kind of 
stinking air, or fog. These and many other dis- 
coveries and inventions I have heard of. | 

Lately I heard through a trader, Pierre, that 
the white people have adyanced a step further— 
discoyered means of holding talk with people long 
since gone to the other world, and thus get all the 
news from: that country. This surprised me very 
much. The trader told me-this was done by pla- 
cing both hands{with the palm flat on the table, 
then call apon such dee’d person you may wish to 
talk with, and that person will prove his, or her 
presence by rapping upon the bottom of the table, 
and the latter would move and show signa of life; 
then you could engage in conversation and get all 
the news. F 

I asked Pierre if a log, or stump, or packsaddle 
would not do as well asatable? 0, no!?? he 
replied, “that would not do at all, it must.be a ta- 
ble.” Well, I thought this,was strange. Nothing 
bat atable would produce such important and 
strange phenomena! I got all the information I 
could from Pierre, and we parted; he to pursue 
his traffic and I to study about this strange discove~ 
ry. Being considered by my people somewhat a 
Medicine Man, 1 felt an anxiety to try the expe- 
riment. This was increased by a strong desire, I 
could not resist, of hearing from my old friend, 
Okonee, who as you my friend, know, has been 
dead eight or nine years. But here was « difficul- 
ty. Lhad no table, and nothing else would pro- 
duce the desired result. Thus matters stood till 
chance threw, very opportunely, into my hands the 
very implement so much wanted and so indispen- 
sible to the success of my experiment. Travelling 
with‘my family to my hanting grounds on the No- 
hracka river, and happining ta cross the great road 
leading West, I discovered a broken Wagon, an 
old chest, some broken chairs and various other 
articles used by white people, scattered about in 
wild disorder, and guess my surprise and joy at 
finding a table—a real white man’s table! ‘““Who- 
a-a-ha!? I loudly exclaimed, “Now, I am made 
up, Pye got the very thing I wanted—how lneky 1? 
I encamped not far off and lost no time in seeu- 
ring my prize and haying it safely deposited inmy 
lodge. Unfortunately. one of the legs was broken 
off. However, with bark strings I soon had the 
broken leg so repaired that it would stand, 

After dark I made my preparations, by soaking 
and tightening the head of my drum—then got out 
my turtle shell rattle, put in more shot, to make 
it sound louder—got out my charmed arrow, then 
panther teeth—the snake skin—then my medicine 
bag. Placing them all in proper and conyenient 
order, I silently invoked the aid of the Great 
Keesis in this my first effort to call up the dead 
according to the whiteman’s way. I laid my hands 
(after rnbbing them in the magic piint,) flat upon 
the plank and commenced singing, *We-yau-ha- 
we-nau-a-a-a-ch. (This is a great Medicine song.) 
We-chee-tah and the children gazing at mein wild 
amazement began to fear I was losing my senses ; 
but determined to give the experiment a fair trial, 
now that I had a table, continued my song, “We- 
ya-ha-we-nau”—my ypice getting higher and lou- 
der—was getting warmed up with excitement, 
pressing my hinds upon the table with foree—when 
down came the tall ?? “Who-a-a-a!” Texelaim- 
im extasy—‘now for a long talk with Okonee.”” I 
listened for the raps, bat could hear none, but 
heard something like the criesof a child. Look- 
ing under the table, I was astonished at beholding 
my little son, Kee Kosh, under it, with a bruised 
knee caused by the fall. He had crept under and 
losened the bandages of the broken table leg. 

My ardor was a little cooled by this untoward 
circumstance, but not discouraged. 1 wanted to 
have a talk with Okonee. _ My wife begged me to 
desist, urging what she considered quite strong 
reasons. She feared that my tampering with the 
white man’s table might work farther and more 
serious injury to the family ; but T could not bear 
the idea of foregoing the pleasure of a long talk 
with Okonee, when the opportunity was within my 
grasp. Besides, Okonce would tell me the truth 
about the fine Hunting Grounds where all the 
good Indians go—he never deceived me in his life. 
No, no, I must try again. I set about repairing 
the crippled table, and renewed my incantations 
with great confidence and energy. My yoice ri- 
sing above the howling winds—rising higher—bigh- 
er—louder—louder, but could feel no vibration or 
movement in the table. I then called upon my 
wife—“Wee-cho-tah,” said I, in a commanding 
voice, “seize the turtle shell and rattle it as loud 
and as fast as you can.” She refused, and said 
samewhat derisively “Whoever heard tell of a wo- 
man using such instruments unless she were areg- 
ular Priestess, or Medicine Weman?” I was silen- 
ced for the moment, but rallied. I told her this 
was an experiment and I wonted aid; but argu-

From him welearn Mr. M. has no 
power to make treaties with the Indians, his 
visit was merely to ascertain whether the 
Indians woultd sell, how much, and the 
terms, and then report to the President.— 
Gen. W. saysthe Pawnees are willing to sell 
alltheir lands, and they are perhaps the 
only Indians that are willing to sell all; but 
the gaeater portion may be bought, He 
thinks no treaty willbe made before next 
spring. This looks’ very much like procras- 
tinating the organization of the Territory 
next session of Congress, A fearful reck- 
oning of accounts awaits those who may 
throw obstacles in the way.—[St. Joseph 
Gazette.

e Tue Paciric Rastroan.—Mr. Norris, 
who was an engineer on the great railroad 
between St.Petersburg and Moscow, has 
made an estimat of the cost and revenue of 
the Pacific Railroad. The New York Her- 
ald says: 

“According to these estimates of Mr Nor: , 
ris, (fixing the length of the road at two 
thousand miles, which is the greatest length 
of any calculation yet made fromthe Missis- 
sippi river,) it will cost $8316 15 to run a train 
through, carrying two hundred passengers, 
at twenty miles an hour, equivalent to the 
cost of the fifth part ofa cent per mile per 
passenger. Assuming, on the other hand, 
an aversge of four hundred passengers per 
day, at sixty dollars each for the through 
ticket, a clear profit over the expenses of 
the year, (including the interest upon one 
huadred millions forthe construction of the 
road,) is made out, of npwards of two millions 
of dollars. The revenues from freights, 
mails, gold, army and navy transportation, 
including men, horses, provisions, and muni- 
tions of war, would, perhaps,4 more than 
double the passenger receipts, including the 
way traffic to and from the intermediate set- 
Uements, which would instantly spring up 
along the whole route, gladdening the waste 
places, and making the desert literally to 
blossom like the rose. ._ s 

Perhaps the skeptical fogy may think the 
schedule of four hundred passengers per day 
high We think it more likely below the 
mark. ‘The arrivais at San Francisco, from 
the actual records, amount now to an average 
of very nearly one thousand per day; and 
these do not include the arrivals pouring in 
by land, over the tedious route, on mules and 
horses, ofthe South Pass and Humboldt’s 
river. The San Francisco arrivals are 
mostly by the Panama and;Nicaragua steam- 
ship lines, the cost by either line ranging 
from two hundred to a thousand or fifteen 
hundued dollars, and consuming from twenty - 
five to thirty days, and sometimes more, in 
running the gauntlet of ihe deadly fevers of 
Central American. Now cut down the time 
to San Francisco or San Deigo tu six days, 
the cost to sixty or eighty dollars, by a route 
over perhaps the yery healthiest region on the 
face of the earth, and what is thereto prevent 
the thousand per day now landing on the Pa- 
cific coast being swelled to two or even three 
thousand from April to November? 

Then look at the emigration to Oregon!— 
Mr. Hugh Dickson, of Chillicothe, outwa rd 
bound, writes that the emigration is heavier 
this year than itever has been before. He 
left five hundred wagons at Fort Laramie, 
and on an estimate he passed fifty wagons a 
day along a journey of a thousand miles.— 
He reports a great-many families on the road. 
and a goodly number of young ladies. He 
made some estimate of the cattle en route to 
California and Oregon, and is-sure that three 
hundred thousand head would not be too high. 
Don’t these endless caravans, occupying four, 
five and sometimes six months, in getting 
through, suggest an immense transportation 
business toa railroad which shall carry them 
from the Miesiasipi to the Pacific in six, 
eight or ten days? We quite agree, there- 
fore, with Mr. Norris, that the Pacific Rail- 
road will pay quite as well as any of the 
New York roads, anda great deal better 
too.”” ;
